Youthful Tone to. March 


Adults were the exception in 
the swelling mass that packed 
around the starting line at 
Dallas and Cook. Tone of the 


march was overwhelmingly 
youthful—most of the march- 
ers were from local element- 
ary and junior secondary 
schools. : 

From every .direction they 
streamed down to the starting 
point, and as the crowd got 
bigger volunteers wielding

At 8:30 a.m., without a 
word of command, the assem- 
bled thousands suddenly be- 
gan to move, and within five 
minutes most marchers were 
on their way. 

No one could confirm 
whether former  lieutenant- 
governor G. R. Pearkes actu- 
ally fired a starting gun at 
8:30 as scheduled.

The crowd on the monument 
grounds stretched like a vast 
human blanket over an area 
at least three blocks wide and 
three blocks long.

128-day walkout by 16,000 steel- 
workers which resulted in a 
world-wide shortage of nickel 
ended Friday night with narrow 
acceptance of a new contract 
with International Nickel Co. of 
Canada Ltd. 


The men began returning to 
work at midnight after voting 
5,031 to 4,865—a majority of 
only 50.8 per cent—to accept a 
contract raising average wages 
to $3.99 an hour from $3.06 an 
hour over three years. 

Homer Seguin, president of 
Local 6500, United Steelworkers 
of America, called the 166-vote 
majority “a rather close vote" 
but said he is confident the men 
will abide by the results.

A ROYAL COMMISSION IN 
Quebec has confirmed earlier 
evidence that branches of the or- 
ganized crime that has a vicious 
hold on the United States have be- 
come firmly established in that 
province as well as other parts of 
Canada. The Mafia type of infil- 
tration, whereby underworld activi- 
ties are financed and expanded 
through orthodox business fronts, 
has become a sordid part of North 
American urban life. 

It has long been. said by crimin- 
ologists that no crime can flourish 
without at least some assistance 
from police or government officials. 
This takes the form of bribery and 
other connivance. So in its report, 
the Quebec commission observes 
that “without a certain dose of 
police corruption” organized crime 
could not exist in Montreal. Gang 
rivalry in that metropolis keeps the 
murder rate high; it also keeps a 
cancerous grip on many aspects of 
the city’s life. 


It seems to be a natural trend 
in fighting crime that the police 
throw a cloak of secrecy over all 
their activities—in fact, over the 
broad problem as well. But this in 
many ways is to the benefit of un- 
derworld characters. There could be 
nothing more effective than full 
publicity to discourage gangsters, 
those who co-operate with them, 
and those members of the public 
who without any deliberate crimin- 
al intent support them through il- 
legal gambling and other avenues. 


One thing is clear. The present 
encroachments of organized crime 
in Canada should be halted at al- 
most any cost while the situation is 
still manageable. This country can- 
not afford to suffer the sociological 
disease*imposed by the underworld, 
whether disguised or not. It-is a 
disease which the people of the 
United States are forced to pay 
hundreds of miillions of dollars a 
year, not to cure but to support. 


Let’s Get It Built

But the formal decision having 
been mage, the pool project. should 
go ahead now without late-hour 
arguments about whether there 
should be a pool at all. Next year’s 
council, with title to other proper- 
ties in the neighborhood, should 
give thought to their use as a chil- 
dren’s free playground.

‘Reading Between the Lines on the Nixon Face 


A neighbor of mine whose life is a 
squalid ruin watched Mr. Nixon's last 
television speech and announced that the 
president was a disaster to the whole 
world. ‘Trudeau is a bust,” I am 
informed by another man who~ has 
broken his wife’s heart, destroyed his 
family and seldom done an honest day's 
work. 

Few Canadians could quote the prime 
minister's serious speeches, but every- 
body recalls his angry explosion against 
the key-hole press. The public, or a large 
part of it, was deeply shocked though we 
all indulge such fits of temper almost 
every day and no one but our intimates 
hears about them, or cares. With a 
prime minister it is different, as if he 
belonged to another, and higher, species. 
His failings are writ large in the press, 
his virtues usually played down because 
they make no headlines. A house is 
seldom interesting unless it catches fire. 

The average citizen — and especially 
the average journalist like me — expects 
from his governors far more than any 
man, however gifted, ~can~ possibly 
deliver and expects it as a natural right, 
a constitutional guarantee. While the 
human crisis deepens everywhere these 
demands grow by a terrifying geometric 
progression until a visitor from outer 
space doubtless would conclude that we 
are all crazy. 

Perhaps we are, and certainly the 
behavior of nation states often makes 
individual lunacy, look harmless by 
comparison. Still, the visitor would be 
wrong. For\in fact, beneath its visible 
fury and impossible expectations, a free 


society like Canada really knows that the 
statesman is only a man and quietly 
accepts his humanity though damning 
him from the housetops. After all the 
screaming, most prime ministers are re- 
elected, not with enthusiasm but with a 
grudging sense of justice seldom publicly 
admitted. The etefnal cussedness of 
things in government is recognized by 
the common man because he has 
encountered it in his own life. 

Something else will escape the 
creature from some other world. It is 
that the people's collective verdict ‘on 
any man long in politics generally proves 
to be more accurate than that of any 
skilled psychiatrist or any historian of 
the future. Therein lies the validity and 
the hope of demdcratic process, as 
demonstrated over and over again in our 
time. 


People’s Judgment 


Once, long ago, I brashly mentioned 
to the young John Diefenbaker my belief 


. that the people’s fudgment on a policy 


might often be wrong but on a man, as a 
man, was mysterious, intuitive and well 
nigh infallible. 

Mr. Diefenbaker, his own tragedy still 
far ahead, seemed to doubt my theory. 
Neither he nor I could foresee then that 
it would be confirmed by his subsequent 
experience in government with a brutal 
clarity. It will be reconfirmed later on, 
favorably or unfavofably, in the case of 
his present successors in thelr turn. 
From a court unorganized, uncodified 
and almost incomprehensible there is no 
appeal.

Nature Rambles 


By FREEMAN KING 


Few cities in the world have, almost 
at their front doors, a natural attraction 
to rival that which the annual spawning 
of salmon at Goldstream provides for 
Greater Victoria. 


Here, during the fall, the fish come 
back to the grounds where they were 
hatched, fulfilling their life cycle and 
reproducing their species. Both coho and 
chum come to the stream, generally at 
different times — the coho first on their 
rush to the higher reaches of the river. 
These are shy fish, inclined to seek 
hiding places under overhanging trees or 
eroded. banks, They seem to prefer 
restricted areas in which to spawn, 
frequently in small backwaters or even 
ditches. 

When the coho arrive they may 
remain in. the deeper pools for some 
time beforé moving upstreani, and when 
they do, it is usuall¥ in pairs. They stay 
mostly in their own pairs till the 
spawning is complete, and as a rule the 
female will pick her mate and will fight 
off any other thattintrudes. 

The eggs are hatched out during the 
beginning of the new year and the tiny 
little fingerlings. will remain in, the 
stream for a year before going out to 
Sea. 

When in the sea they feed on shrimp 
and herring and wander far out into the 
ocean in search of food, ‘storing up 
energy to enable them to go back to 
their original spawning beds. 


Their life cycle is three years. The 
little fry can be s€en in the pools and 
shallows during the summer and should 
never be molested. 

The chum salmon, coming in- the 
stream a week or so later, are a 
different type of fish and have different 
habits. They are a more “‘open’’ water 
animal. They do fot pair off as 


, consistently as the coho, and yet will 


fight for their own territorial grounds. 
They like coarse gravel in which to 
deposit their ‘eggs. Often you will see 
more than one male fertilizing the eggs 
and the female does not object. 

When the eggs are hatched in the 
early. spring the baby fish stay in the 
river for a short while only — long 
enough to use up*their attached yolk 
sacs. Then out to the ocean they go and 
stay for four years, following the same 
pattern as the coho and returning to the 
ground where they were hatched. 

These fish are plankton feeders and 
live in the green pastures of the’ sea. 
Their flesh is not so pink as others and 
yet may have more nourishment. 

The run at Goldstream has been very 
poor for coho and fair for chums. This is 
no doubt the result of such a small 
amount of water running down the river 
both now and during the ‘hot summer 
days, for the-fry must have fresh ‘clean 
water te survive, and at this time of the 
year enough water to enable them to go 
back to their own spawning grounds.

without any corresponding changé in the 
terns under which East and West 
compete for influence in the world, it 
may be too late to repair the damage. It 
will be a very different globe from the 
one we know today, 


Europe Sensitive 


Europe could feel the impact more 
quickly than Asia. The political shape of 
the continent .in the 1970s will’ be 
profoundly affected by the relative 
military power of NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact. 

If NATO .were to erode sufficiently, 
the Russians or East Germans might 
even be tempted to try-a quick grab for 
West Berlin. Without American nuclear 
superiority, there would) be neither 
atomic nor conventional. power with 
which to frustrate it. 

None of this has happened. It may 
never happen. But so long as Vietnam, 
the Middle East, Berlin and other major 
political issues remain tnsettled, it will 
not necessarily be to the West's 
advantage to come to terms at Helsinki. 


It is always heresy, in many cireles, 
to question the wisdom of a-disarma- 
ment agreement. But the United States 
might: be better advised to keep the 
option of seeking, once again; the nu- 
clear superiority which did so much to 
stabilize the world for more than a 
generation.

On Sunday noonhour, 
CBC. radio has a public 
affairs program, one of 
whose features is a 
weekly critical comment 
by Doug Collins on the 
press. 


Collins is a bluff, direct and 
@geressive man who has not 
yet made in Ottawa the 
impact his past record in 
Vancouver and his talents 
merit. As an aside, his 
autobiographical account of 
his ‘escapes and wandering 
during the Second World War 
in Eastern Europe, published 
last--year is one of the best 
personal reminiscences by a 
soldier I’ve read. 


Last Sunday, Collins took 
off on the failure of the 
gentlemen of the press gallery 
in Ottawa to respond to the 
chapter about them in the 
second .volume of the report 
of the task force on govern- 
ment information. 

He noted that the press 
coverage ‘and interpretation of 
the report had been generous 
in both space and skepticism 
about’ the over-all analysis 
and the recommendations. 


Collins thought the points 
made ‘about the press gal- 
lery’s failures were sound. 

He almost seemed to sug- 
gest a conspiracy of silence 
by the members in their 


: ignoring of the chapter. 


My reaction to Collins’ 
argument was to feel rather 
put upon. When I first got the 
report I skimmed through the 
table of contents, spotted the 
bit on the press gallery and 
read it first. 


I thought it so catty and the 
recommendations so banal 
that _I_threw-the-_volume 
across the room in an excess 
of exasperation. 

Later, some more stable 
colleagues, who began with 
the more literate and per- 
uasive first volume, cautioned 
me about being so absolute. 

Since then I've read the 
whole report. There is still a 
lot to say against the report, 
but it makes many good 
points, particularly about the 
fetish for secrecy so cherished 
by ministers, deputy ministers 
and their minions. 

Here are the recommenda- 
tions which conclude the chap- 
ter on the gallery: 

“‘We recommend that: 1. 
The Government give greater 
recognition to the function and 
requirements of the Ottawa 
press gallery, in particular, 
by facilitating access to offi- 
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cial information, by improving 
existing channels of communi- 
cation between the public 
service and the gallery, and 
by making more background 


COLLINS 
available in the two official 
languages. 2. The Government 
should also give greater 
recognition of its responsiblity 
that official information 
reaches all sections of the 
Canadian public.” 

What that gobbledygook 
means I leave to the taskers. 
I can’t fathom it. I don’t feel 
most members of the gallery 
are worried about ‘existing 
channels of commuhication 
between the public service” 
and themselves beyond the 
simple generality that official 
Ottawa likes to keep every- 


thing as secret as possible 
and dispense only what it 
considers proper. 

If there's anything the gal- 
lery doesn’t need is more in 
the ’way of press releases. 
There'd be tittle need for 
“backgrounders” if ministers 
and their agents’ would be 
more candid and revealing in 
Parliament and in the official 
conferences they hold from 
time to time. 


The point Doug Collins 
made much of is the exclu- 
sivity of the gallery. 


Typically, the task force 
uses an anonymous quote to 
State a case for a larger 
membership for the gallery: 
“Far too many agencies and 
responsible individuals are 
denied access to regular in- 
formation by the exclusive- 
ness of that, control. Much 
greater legitimate access. is 
necessary in order to fulfil the 
citizens’ right to information. 
While some sort of accredita- 
tion is necessary, the present 
basis must be substantially 
expanded.”’ 

Several months. ago, the 
gallery changed its constitu- 
tion to simplify and broaden 
the basis of membership. 

Some of us in the member- 
ship pushed for this and a 
considerable number of the 
members would certainly like 


to see it wide open. 

The real limitations are 
those of space and facilities. 
These are very tight and 
cramped and it’s hardly the 
gallery’s prerogative to 
demand more. 


Further, there really is no 
way to keep any reporter out 
of the gallery providing he 
works for a paper, a periadi- 
cal, a radio or TV station or a 
network or a press agency 
which covers parliamentary 
activities, or if you want to be 
more general, ffederal govern- 
ment activities. 

Another charge introduced 
which doesn’t make much of a 
point beyond the slur is that a 
lot of gallery members moon- 
light. As one of the busiest 
moonlighters, I’d argue that 
this is irrelevant. It’s distaste- 
ful that one of the pieces of 
evidence offered to support 
the moonlight insinuation is 
taken from CBC records of 
hiring print reporters for 
radio and TV assignments. 

One of the task force trio 
was in charge of such assign- 
ments so it is gratuitously 
insulting to have this sen- 
tence: ‘‘The members of the 
gallery—perhaps through their 
ability, or their near-monopoly

There’s no mention of the 
real reason why the CBC has 
had to call on the gallery:

“identical inspiration.’’ This is 
the old. bit about the boys 
exchanging copies of their 
work or discussing matters 
until a common front and 
remarkably similar stories 
emerge. An allied point, again 
raised by .anonymous MPs 
and executive assistants: 
“They referred to the increas- 
ingly influential ‘power bloc’ 
among a few of the more 


segments of these 


competent members of the 


gallery.” 


Since the advent of radio 
and TV .reporters into the 
gallery a decade ago, the old 
charge of identical inspiration 
is becoming less and less 
credible. 

Most of the manifestations of 
it which critics think they see 
arise from several factors 
that have little to do with a 
tribal unity or the dominance 
of a few journalists. 

For example, a_ variety of 
thoughtful interpretations are 
impossible when deadlines 
demand stories’ within 
minutes or a few hours of the 
matter being available. 


Radio and TV with their 
capsule tapes and film 
gobbets ride the top of the 
néws, the breaking stuff. They 
tend to wear out stories in a 
hurry without much detail or 
exegesis. 

To a degree the print 
reporters follow along behind, 
most of them harangued by 
phone from their home 
editors, to keep up with the ~ 
breaking stuff and also to 
write “‘think’’ pieces on short 
notice. 

The wonder is not the 
similarity but the diversity, 
given the short currency of - 
any subject-or story and-the 
short staffing. 


I've run out of space before 
I've really warmed to my 
task of demonstrating on how 
inadequate-—is the report's 
analysis of the press gallery. 

On another day I'll have to 
return to the major weakness 
of the task force report; that 
is, its failure to distinguish 
clearly between running 
political news with its vital 
importance to the public, 
politicians and their partisans, 
and government information, 
which as a problem to be 
attacked should be essentially 
centred on the ready access of 
the citizen to the services and 
requirements of the govern- 
ment departments, agencies, 
etc.

Arctic Clash Long Time Brewing 


WASHINGTON — Former 
Prime Minister Lester Pear- 
son nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago wrote with prescient 
precision the scenario for the 
issue of sovereignty and juris- 
diction in the Canadian Arctic. 

In an article published in 
the respected periodical For- 
eign Affairs in July of 1946, 
when he was Ambassador to 
the United States, Mr. Pear- 
son: 

@ Forecast the great oil and 
mineral discoveries that have 
made the Arctic economically 
voluptuous ; 


@ Foresaw the threat of 
the militarily strategic Arctic 
becoming a Maginot Line 
between the two nuclear 
giants; 

@ Detected the incipient 
danger to the exercise of full 
future control by Ottawa over 
the Arctic by its co-operation 
with Washington in defence 
measures and discounted 
these bilateral activities as 
giving Washington any juris- 
dictional rights in the Arctic; 

@ Charted the course cur- 
rently being followed by the 
Canadian government, from

its belated assertion now that 


it owns all the waters between 


the islands and that there was 
never--really any question of 
this, that the ice like the land 
is Canadian, that Canada does 
not intend to shut up the 
Arctic but to open it up to co- 
operative development with

Nations. 


‘One Should Know’ 


“A large part of the world’s 
total Arctic area is Cana- 
dian,” Mr. Pearson wrote. 

“One should know exactly 
what this part comprises. It 
includes not only Canada’s 
northern mainland, but the 
islands and the frozen sea 
north of the mainland between 
the meridians of its east and 
west boundaries, extended to 
the North Pole.” 

This is known as the sector 
theory of sovereignty, which 


Russia applies in its Arctic, 
and on a recent visit to 
Washington, Mr. Pearson said- 
he still favors this principle. 


On that’ visit, Mr. Pearson 
also expressed concern over 
the speculation that nuclear 
weapons—he mentioned anti- 
ballistic missiles—might be 
positioned in the Arctic. Can- 
ada should resist this and if it 
cannot do so successfully at 
least ensure 
weapons, he said. 

Mr. Pearson wrote in 1946: 
“So far as Canada is con- 
cerned, she does not relish the 
necessity of digging, or having 
dug for her, any Maginot Line 
in her Arctic ice... 

“There is already an in- 
creasing, and in some of its 
manifestations, an unhealthy 
preoccupation with the stra- 
tegic aspects of the north... 
Our country, we are inclined 
to boast, lies athwart the 
airways of the future across 
the top of the world.

I'll go along with anyone who advocates 
participation in any worthwhile activity fer 
enjoyment and, in physical recreation, for the 
benefits such participation provides. But I 


can’t go along with the person who ridicules 

efther the youngster who ‘dedicates himself to 
excellence, nor the less expert who wants 
to compete against him. And I’m not at all 
convinced that’ the child of a couple whose 
means are modest is excluded from fhe 
training and coaching required. to achieve 
excellence. There are, in this town and 
elsewhere, opportunities forthe children of 
the less affluent to achieve that training and 
coaching if the children are dedicated enough 
and show the desire and potential ability to 
reach for the stars.

My interest is personal. I was around 
when Archie McKinnon and his helpers 
launched a bunch of youngsters, largely from. 
Oak Bay, on the wave which led them to pre- 
eminence in school swimming — and they 
weren't all rich kids, even if Oak Bay is 
accepted as the économically privileged of 
Greater Victoria municipalities. I watched 
the youngsters in the Flying Y teams 
compete for their schools and I saw a lot of 
them reach national prominence in swim- 
ming. They didn’t do it entirely on the 
fatness of poppa’s. pocketbook, though 
financial backing was certainly no drawback. 
And, apart from expert coaching and sensible 
training routines, they went ahead with 
major assistance from competitors who were 
better than they were at the start.

the Arctic will be opened to 
exploitation. 

“It is known that there is 
gold,” Mr. Pearson wrote. 
“There are also lead, copper, 
tungsten, and oil fields which 
may prove to be among the 
greatest in the world. Above 
all, there are great deposits of 
radium and uranium ores, the 
rights to all of which, dis-”

Mem- 
bers of the Great Silent 
Majority are permitted to 
speak when they order meals 
and when they have. been 
short-changed, but all . other 
breaches of silence are 
sternly frowned upon and

This is why membership in 
the Great Silent Majority is 
down to only 11 members 
(including Kunkel). P rac ti- 
cally every American in the 
country finds it so difficult to 
resist the temptation to pro- 
nounce on politics that almost 
the entire population now 
belongs to G.S.M.’s_ rival 
organization, the Great Gabby 
Minority. 

Still, that a President should 
at last dignify the G.S.M. by 
calling for its support in his 
time of need—this was an 
honor about which Kunkel 
could hardly afford to remain 
silent for long. And so, he 
wrote on a piece of paper that 
he was convening the entire 
Great Silent Majority to méet 
next day at a .well-known 
delicatessen six blocks from 
the White House.

The first speaker said that 
he did not see how they could 
support the Vietnam policy 
“without making a lot of 
noise.’’ If that was what the 
President had in mind, he 
asked, then why had _ the 
President begun his term ‘“‘by 
asking us to lower our 
voices’’? The President was 
being “logically inconsistent,” 
he complained. 


“You misunderstood what 
the President was really 
saying,"’ the second speaker 
countered. “The President 
wants everybody who dis- 
agrees with his policy to 
lower his voice, but he wants 
noise from everybody who 
agrees with him.” 


The third speaker took a 
legalistic view of the question. 
The Great Silent Majority, he 
reminded his: audience, was 
created by political corre- 
spondents in 1932 to serve ‘‘a 
purely journalistic function.” 


“We were established to 
keep our mouths shut,"’ he 
explained, ‘‘so that political 
reporters would not know 
what we were thinking. Thus, 
when reporters have to fore- 
cast which candidate is going 
to wih a given election, they 
can always hedge their pre- 
dictions by writing, ‘of course, 
nobody knows what the Great 
Silent Majority is thinking.’ "’ 


To endorse the President's 
Vietnam policy, he went on, 
would be a “‘betrayal"” of the 
G.S.M. charter and would 
deprive. reporters and poll- 
sters of ‘tan essential instru- 
ment for keeping them from 
looking like utter fools on 
mornings after elections.’ 

The fourth speaker with a 


“no-nonsense approach said 


that this was irrelevant in 
view of the “higher import- 
ance’ now assigned the 
G.S.M. by the President. He 
demanded a show of hands on 
the question of how many 
supported and how many 
opposed the President's 
policy. 

No hands went up on either 
side of the issue. This caused 
some confusion until a mild 
lady of about 75 explained it. 
“My goodness,’’ she said, “if 
any of us had had opinions on 
anything, we would never 
have been able to stay silent 
all these years.”

“That’s not quite right for 
all of us,"’ Kunkel replied. 
“Take me, for example. I've 
got opinions on a lot of things, 
but they’re so half-baked and 
uninformed that I don’t want 
to have my country’s future 
dependent on them. When two 
men as_ well-informed as 
Senator Fulbright and Presi- 
dent Nixon can’t agree on the 
right thing to do, I'd shudder 
for the future of the country if 
they came to me to decide the 
question." 

“T'm tired of this noise,” 
said the final speaker. “If we 
keep it up, we'll look as silly 
as the Great Gabby Minority, 


"and since they’ve got the 


votes anyhow, I move that we 
go home.”

The current theatre division 
production, Two Gents, is the 
eighth at Uvie in which she 
has been involved as com- 
poser of incidental music but 
she does not often play so 
prominent a part in the 
performance of her own 
music.

where she is going. 


At first music . was the 
dominant thing-in her life 
although theatre had cropped 
up heavily in both her 
pafeénts’ families. 


An only child, she came to 
Vancouver from Manchester 
at the age of five. 


After four years at the 
University of B.C. as a music 
student she returned to Eng- 
land to study British music at 
the Royal College of Music, 
Morley College and London 
University. 

Two years later she was 
back in Canada and at Simon 
Fraser University the shape 
of the future began to 
emerge. 


She was a secretary in 
Simon Fraser's Centre for 
Communication and the Arts 
when John Juliani. asked her 
to find religious music of a 
specific period for his pro- 
duction of The Devils.

The scandals, of course, are 
about as ribald and earthy as 
a TV family “sitchcom.” .A 
couple of them are extremely 
funny _in an- exaggerated, 
farcical way. 

Margo, the spotty, adoles- 
cent_ sister; becomes so-fat 
that she’s sent to a. London 

~ specialist. Instead of seeing 


him, she ends up with some 
loony relatives attending 
seances in a_ private hotel. 
Then there's the time Mrs. 
Durrell is wooed by a brandy- 
breathing, hard swearing old 
sea-dog. 


The family remains its old 
self: Mother, a delicious 
mixture of vagueness and 
concern; Larry, brashly’ arty, 
with a penchant for inviting 
assorted down-and-outs to 
stay at impossible hours of 
the night; Leslie, engrossed in 
experiments with gunpowder; 
Margo, all spots and fat. 

The main trouble is that 
Durrell, in his efforts not to 
repeat the old material, has 
had to give short shrift to 
those minor characters who 
were the highpoints of the 
first book, 

One particularly misses 
Spiro, the taxi-driving Jack-of- 
all-trades, who drifts through 
this book with his ‘‘Gollys, 
Mrs. Durrells,”” but who is not 
given much to do. 


Those who - like animals, 
though, will. find the book a 
delight. Durrell's gift as a 
writer is that he manages to 
see. the..animal_world. asa 
comic reflection of the human 
one, yet his” descriptions aré 
never mawkishly sentimental 
and are always razor-sharp in 
the way they reveal the 
essential characteristics of the 
creatures he portrays. 

Like its predecessor, this is 
one of those books that seems 
funniest when it's read aloud 
and shared with someone else. 
I doubt whether many fam- 
ilies- read to each other- any 
more, but this book screams 
for that custom to be revived, 


with French translation, is the 
original tale with variations 
from a father who has re-told 
the tale to his children many 
times.

“I know what you're think- 
ing,” laughed the fairy god- 
mother, “I used to go round 
in a long black dress, but I 
find it more fun this way.” 

And so goes the story of 
Cinderella, right through the 
glass slipper bit to the 
wedding gifts which Cinder- 
ella really liked, ‘‘espécially 
the five electric kettles.” A 
very good re-working of a 
favorite folk-tale. (Ages from 
3 up.) 


IVANKO AND THE 
DRAGON by Marie Halun 
Bloch. IJllustrated by Yaro- 
slava. McClelland and Stew- 
art. $5.95. 


Ivanko and the Dragon is an 
old Ukrainian folk tale col- 
lected by Ivan Rudchenko in 
the 1860s. Marie Halun Bloch, 
who has translated the tale, 
has been ably assisted by her 
illustrator in presenting a 
book for children which car- 
ries all the old world flavor of 
the Ukraine. 

The most easily recogniz- 
able stamp is the faintly 


modernistic but still Ukrain- - 


ian embroidery and design 
with which the clothing of the 
large illustrations is decor- 
ated. 


This folk tale is a popular 
one. Ivanko is a stick of wood 
brought to life by the love of 
his parents. When he grows 
up he becomes a fisherman 
and gives all his fish to his 
mother. The dragon is a 
menace which Ivanko man- 
ages to avoid until, one day, 
the dragon is too clever and 
catches him. 

But the dragon comes out 
the loser in the end and 
Ivanko returns to his parents. 
(Ages 4-7.) 


MAILA AND THE FLYING 
CARPET by Denis and Alain 
Trez. Macmillan. $4.95. 


Maila. is a spoiled young 
prince who doesn’t want the 
elephants and toys given him 
by his father, the Rajah. More 
than anything, he wants a 
flying carpet. When he does 
get one he immediately flies 
off into adventure.

Notice in appropriate publications 
had brought a flood of about 40 
applicants. Of these four were invited 
to appear as guest cotiductors at 
regular concerts and a fifth con- 
ducted a special concert on the 
university campus, 


Laszlo Gati was the first of the 


five guests to appear. 


Now he is in his third season with 
the orchestra and ft has become 
abundantly clear that his selection by 
the symphony committee was a 
question of finding exactly the right 
conductor for this orchestra in this 
community at the particular stage of 
its development. 
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On Sunday and Monday, Nov. 23 

. and 24, on one of its rare occasions 

without guest soloist, in a program of 

familiar music, audiences will have 

an opportunity to savor fully the 

great progress the orchestra has 
made under Gati, 


At its greatest strength numeri- 


cally, the Victoria Symphony now. 


has many more permanent profes- 
sional players and has virtually 
escaped its dependence on importing 
key players from the Mainland. 
Intensely dedicated to the well- 
being of the orchestra and. its 
enrichment, with his keen ear for.

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New Musical Fad baGnis 


From Depths of Africa

America may be on the 
brink of a new musical fad. 
It's all coritained in a small 
wooden instrument, no larger 
than a e¢igar box, with 
attached metal keys called 
reeds, \ 

The devite, a  kalimba, 
produces a chimeslike sound 
similar to that of a music 
box. 

“But it's not a music box 
it's voluntary and the music 
box is mechanical,”” said Dr 
Hugh Tracey, -who designed 
the instrument. 

Already more than 20,000 
kalimbas "have been sold in 
the U.S. and sales continue fo 
soar, said Tracey. He adapted 
the:native African instrument 
to Western musical concepts 
about 15 years ago. 
WESTERN, TOO 

Tracey said his small work= 
shop in Johannesburg, South 
Africa, cannot keep up with 
orders for the instrument. He 
‘ has four Africans constantly 
working there. 

“Look, IT can play Bach on 
it,’ said Tracey as he pluck7d 
a distinct baroque melody. 
“Any western music ¢an be 
played on it because I have 
given it the Western diatonic 
scale,” 

The kalimba got a big boost 
in. this country three years 
ago When Tracey's sons, 
Andrew” and Paul, played 
instruments of the kalimba 
family tn the musical revue, 
“Wait A Minim!'’ which the 
two wrote, 

Most persons find it easy to 
play, “Anyone who is all 
thumbs can manage it,"’ said 
Tracey: 2 z 
500 YEARS AGO" 

The kalimba is a_ native 
African instrument that can 
be-traced back. at least 500 
years and it may go back 1200 
years. “We know of it being 
used in musical ensembles 400 
years avo, or during the time 
of Henry VIII," said Tracey 
who has. studied African 
music sinee 1931, when he left 
his native England 

Tracey ‘fever has studied 
musicsicpmally in the Western 
sense. ‘I studied in the bush,’ 
he explained “TI got my 
dottorate the hard way." 

The original instrument is

designed to fit the African 
musical concept: It does not 
change keys or modes and 
produces @ fuzzy sound. Many 
of them currently are being 
used by American jazz musi- 
clans in western contexts ait 
are called African thupd 
pianos, 

SOFT SOUND 

Tracey worked 10 years 
perfecting his adaptation. The 
western-styled kalimba can 
change keys by having its 
reeds: adjusted and—it-has—a 
clear, soft sound. He uses @ 
special African wood with a 
high resonating capacity 

The wood comes from the 
pterocarpus tree, which is 
found in semi-tropical regions. 
To make the reeds, Tracey 
uses a speciai high grade 
steel. 

"tT used a se fentifiec 
approach in making the 
instrument,” he said. “The 
Africans use a_ scientifie 
approach in making manv of 
their instruments, but their 
way is more empirical.” 

Tracey said his main 
purpose in introducing the 
instrument to the west is to 
acquaint people in Murope and 
the United States with African 
music. A 

He is in the U.S. primarily 
to promote. interest ‘in thig 
music. He lectured at the 
University of Maryland and 
spoke to a class at Howard 
University. Tracey was in 
Montreal recently at a joint 
meeting of the African Studies 
Associations. of the U.S. and 
Canada. ‘ 

GRANT HELPS 

He founded the African 
Music Society in 1947. Its 
purpose is to encourage” the 
study and composition of 
African music. His current 
work includes supervision of a 
codification and textbook 
project. for gathering African 
musical materials. The 
project .is financed by a 
$145,000 Ford Foundation 
grant 

“The recognition by whites 
of African material is a calm 
little point in our work," said 
Tracey. ‘Everyone knows 
about the sculpture, which has 
been overemphasized. There 
are so Many grotesque things 
being shown. People need to 
know more about the music. 


This is important for the 
intrinsic and essential recog- + 
nition of the African people."

MOSCOW (UPI) The jokes are never racy 
and to a Westerner they are barely funny, but 
Russia’s equivalent of the U.S. television show 
“Laugh-In” is the biggest thing on the screen. 

The semi-weekly show — called “13 Chairs” 
and set in a fictitious Polish restaurant—occupies 
a prime Sunday night time slot and regales Soviet 
viewers with dated rock and roll music and 
wisecracks about bureaucrats. 

The Soviet Union has nothing like America’s 
rating system, but Russians agree that “13 Chairs” 
is everybody’s favorite variety show and probably 
draws a huge audience. 

The apparent reason for its popilarity is a 
slick sheen of miniskirted modernity, even 
including some American music, and patter of 
jokes that .poke gentle fun at some of the Soviet 
government foibles.

Sofia has grown so fast— 
tripling its population in the

village farm. When Bulgaria 
became an _ independent 
country in 1878, Sofia had 
20,000 citizens. There are now

big. 

The apartments are tiny, 
over-crowded, usually shared, 
but the forces building Sofia 
are powerful: the pull toward 
the place where all decisions 
@re made: the push away 
from a mud-floored village 
house. People come crowding 
in. 

Sofia makes no striking first 
impression. The main square, 
Lenin Place (which, inciden- 
tally, has no traffic lights and 
needs none), is surrounded by 
depressing Soviet-monolithic 
buildings housing the party 
headquarters, the main de- 
partment store, the biggest 
hotel. : 

There are a few dozen 
blocks of old city, the com- 
mercial core. Then out any 
road from the city’s centre 
are hundreds on hundreds of 
acres of post-war apartments. 
Some are terribly drab, some 
are visibly shoddy. The 
newest are quite handsome. 

The streets are convenient, 
Planned in advance of the 
buildings. They are all lined 
with young trees whose 
greenery softens the new 
hardness of the concrete 
facades. 

Every street is swept and 
flushed daily with almost 
fanatic pride. 

Stores, both downtown and 
in each apartment cluster, 
have large stocks of a limited 
range of goods. Prices are 
high. The stores are jammed. 

There are lines for bread, 
vegetables and opera tickets, 
but it seems to be because of 
the way the system is set up, 
not because of shortages. 
After a while, everyone is 
served.

apartments are so crowded. 
According to the census, there 
are 1.7 persons to every room 
in Bulgaria. That is not quite 
three times as crowded as 
Britain or the United States. 

Put another way, each Sofia 
citizen has 10 square meters 
of space. That works out to 
the same space as a large 
American living room for a 
family of four to cook, eat, 
sleep, bathe, study and do 
everything else that needs to 
be done at home. 

There are few pets in Sofia. 
There simply is no room. 

Some 60,000 Sofia families 
have made down payments on 
co-operative apartments and 
are awaiting their turn. The 
city builds 9,000 apartments a 
year, including those for high- 
priority workers. The wait 
may be quite a few years. 

Bulgarian Communism is 
highly centralized and 
planned, orthodox and all- 
controijling. Bulgaria has. been 
Russia’s most faithful ally. 
Dissent is squashed in its 
earliest stages. 

Central planning and control 
has obvious advantages. It 
can dictate where and how 
apartment houses are built. 
The unpaved street where the 
turkeys strut will be paved. 
For a city that is one huge 
construction site, Sofia is tidy. 
The mayor is a’ young archi- 
tect, Georgi Shoilov, which 
may be one reason why new 
buildings are handsomer. 

What all the two-stage 
master plans cannot do, how- 
ever, is build-enough housing 
—not now, not in five years. A 
lot more money would do it, 
but resources are spread thin 
when a country moves a 
quarter of its population from 
the farm to the city in 2 
years (Bulgaria now is about 
50-50 urban-rural). 

Bulgaria is trying to build 
heavy industry where there 
was none and where some 
important resources are lack- 
ing. Roads are being built 
where there were cart tracks. 
Tourism is a major industry 
in a country that practically 
nobody visited a decade ago, 

Economic development is a 
delicate balancing of urger 
cies. Housing doesn’t do any- 
body much good except. the 
people -who live in it. Rents, 
as a matter of policy, are low. 
An apartment building is a 
public expense. The same 
investment in a hotel will 
return tourist dollars. 

Technical innovation is one 
asnwer, according to an 
engineer named Kourdalanov,- 
chief of the department of 
technical science and progress 
at the ministry of construc- 
tion. The more Bulgaria can 
mechanize, the more units it 
ean build. Prefabrication is 
one afswer. Half of Sofia’s

imagination, Kourdalanov 
says,-and not enough isolation. 
The meaning of “not. enough 
isolation” was clear in a 
cartoon in the weekly news- 
paper Observer: . 

Patient—“I keep hearing 
voices, doctor.”’ 

Doctor—“That’s no cause 
for worry. You live in a 
prefab." 

Money deposited by families 
awaiting apartments is used 
to speed construction, in much 
the same manner. as an 


American savings and loan 
association. The buiidings wiii 
be co-operatives, built by the 
state construction monopoly 
but owned by the tenants. The 
Bulgarians are proud that this 
pattern of co-operative owner- 
ship, which accounts for about 
nalf of Sofia's new building, 
has been copied by the Soviet 
Union. 

An emphasis on frugality 
and saving for the future is 
very much a part of Sofia. 
Bringing~in -vegetables from 
the village, keeping’ a few 
chickens, denying himself 
cigarettes—saving a leva (50 
cents) here and a leva there, 
a man hopes to give his son a 
better life. . 

Few families have more 
than one or two children and 
the -birth rate has dropped 
steadily since the war. Both 
parents often work. 

For all the demanding and 
conforming patterns of life, 
the misfits.are not visible, 
drunks, bums, panhandlers 
and teen-age gangs are not to 
be found. There are no 
shantytowns around Sofia. 

There are tiny houses that 
people have built for them- 
selves in the out-skirts, but 
they are coveted and carefully 
maintained. They offer a little 
more space and a little more 
privacy than a family could 
expect in a shared apartment.

The decision we have now to 
make is whether to put the 
gasoline-driven power tools into 
mothbells. for winter or keep 
them .in @ 
opera ting- 
, condition for 
another few 
weeks. 

It is not an 
easy decision. 
Those who 
have lived on 
the Pacific 
Coast for 
years can re- 
call many a 
Christmas Day and New 
Year's Day spent cutting the 
lawn. 

If we decide to keep tools in 
operating condition there is 
one point to remember: When 
the job is finished (whether it 
is tilling or mowing) run the 
engine until the gas tank and 
carburetor are dry.

ball bearing which must be 
free to pulsate and thereby 
control the amount of gasoline 
sucked into the carburetor. 

When the motor is left for 
any length of time with 
gasoline in the tank there is a 
settling of waxes which, to put 
it in proper terms, gum up 
the works. The result is an 
engine which fails to start 
when ‘needed. 


The remedy is to remove 
the carburetor from the tank, 
carefully pull out the brass 
soak it in 
solvent, and clean it out with 
pressure from an air hose. 

The cleaning job is not 
difficult, but it is time 
consuming. When the car- 
buretor and tank are finally 
replaced and the engine run- 
ning there is usually no time 
left for using the machine.

Taking. the precaution to see 
that tank and carburetor are 
completely dry before putting 
the machine away makes it 
possible to keep operating all 
winter if necessary. 

Some types of gasoline- 
driven. garden tools are not 
used during winter months. 
These require complete lay- 
away servicing to keep the 
engines in good condition 
while idle. 

For the average gardener it 
seems “best to call a service 
shop and have the engine (and 
the whole machine) properly 
winterized by proficient me- 
chanics: 

It is quite normal human 
procrastination to push - the 
machines into garage or base- 
ment covered with dried mud 
and dust, and forget about 
them until spring. 

There was a time when we 
could call -the service man in 
spring and be reasonably sure 
of having the machines in full 
operating condition within a 
week. 

But things have changed in 
the past decade. Many fami- 
lies now have a boat equipped 
with an outboard motor, and 
these marine motors have 
forced the home gardener and 
his. power tools to a back 
corner of the machine shop. 

Service. centres are no 
longer looking for winter work 
to keep their mechanics. occu- 
pied. With hundreds of marine 
motors to be serviced during 
the off season the gardener is 
often told it will take several 
weeks before his pet power 
tool can be worked on. 

e 

This is aggravating when 
spring is in the air and 
everything perfect ‘for starting 
work on the soil. » 

Therefore it is up to us as 
gardeners to thove a jump 
ahead of the boat owners. We 
can do this by having our 
machines in the shop now 
while we have no need (or no 
desire) to operate them. The 
wise gardeners: have already 
made this a regular fall 


| procedure, 


If you prefer to do your own 
servicing there are a few 
simple rules which manufac- 
turers of power garden tools 
recommend. 

1. Wash down the machine 


| with a hose, then scrub with 


brush and soapy water to 


} remove dirt and grease. 


2. Apply a coat 
enamel, or touch up chipped 
areas, to prevent rusting of 
the metal. 

3. Remove the engine to a 
Drain the oil and 
gasoline.

| head and reseat the valves. 


4. Clean the outside of the 
engine. 

5. Put clean. oil in the base 
and pour enough of the same 
grade of oil through the spark 
plug hole to cover the top of 
the piston. This keeps the 
rings from sticking. 


6. Oil 
pivots, 
oil into the armor of all 
cables. A little grease on pins 
and cotterpins that hold the 
various attachments will keep 
these parts free for easy 
removal and replacement. 

7. Store the machine in a 
dry place, covered with a 
sheet of plastic film. 

Most of us leave the old 
spark plug loosely screwed 
into the head, but there is a 
lot in favor of buying a new 
plug and keeping the old one 
as a stand-by. Spark plugs 
become easily fouled in single 
cylinder engines and quite 
often an old plug means the 
loss of considerable ‘time in 
trying to start an engine after 
a lay-up. 

It is always wise to replace 
gaskets when re-assembling 
the engine. We often look 
upon this as an unnecessary 
expense but it usually pays in 
saved time. 

The point to keep in mind is 
that these power garden tools 
do yeoman service throughout 
the gardening season, saving 
us“ a lot of heavy manual 
labor. In return they ask only 
a reasonable servicing before

$50,000 Drug Haul: 
3 Persons Charged 


Two young men were charged in court today 
with possessing narcotics for trafficking, following 
seizure of about $50,000 worth of hashish in two 


police raids Friday. 


Allan Lee Sawin, 


22, of 3255 Glasgow, and 


Stephen Partridge Nichols, 20, of Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia, were remanded until Monday for plea. 


Sawin was.represented _by 


lawyer Robert Price. 


Judge William Ostler set 
bail at $10,000 for Nichols and 
$7,000 for Sawin 

Immediately, after court 
adjourned, a juvenile was 
charged ig. connection with the 
same incident before judge in 
chambers... He was also re- 
manded without plea. 

The three were arrested 
after RCMP, agsisted by city 
and Saanich police, raided two 
homes Friday afternoon. 

The raids were the result of 
a month-long investigation 
conducted by Cpl. Dan Creally 
of the RCMP, chief of the drug 
squad, 


Cpl. Creally said 4% pounds 
of. hashish were seized when 
police raided a Victoria home, 
and. 6'2 pounds during a rair 
on a Saanich home. 

He estimated .the value of 
the haul at about $50,000 en 
the street 

Hashish is a common name 
for cannabis resin. It is a 
derivative of marijuana, and 
is dark brown or grey. 


The largest previous haul of 
narcotics on the Island has 
been eight ounces of hashish. 

Cpl. Creally said Esquimalt 
police forces also assisted in 
the investigations. 

The hashish, he said, usu- 
aly originates from Europe.

Crowd estimates 


Along 


varied between 10,000 and 


15,000 early. today as participants in Victoria's sec- 
ond Miles for Millions walkathon surged along Dallas 


Road prémptly at 8:30. 


By 10 a.m. ‘marchers were 
deluging the second check- 
point on the route, adjacent to 
Oak Bay Marina on Beach 
Drive. 


Several who opted to run 
the 25-mile route were passing 
the University of Victoria hy 
10:30 and crossed the finish 
line at the Legislative Build- 
ings-before noon. 

The co-ordinating commit- 
tee of the march has a 
$130,000 objective, half of the 
money raised to-go to local 
charitable agencies, the other 
half to international agencies 
serving underdeveloped coun- 
tries in Asia, Africa and South 
America. 

Today's walkathon is ex- 
pected to break records estab- 
lished by a similar march in 
1967 when 12,000 _ persons 
brought in $108,000 the largest 
per. capita amount of any 
Canadian city.

Youthful Tone to March 


Adults were the exception in 
the swelling mass that packed 
around ‘the starting line at 
Dallas and Cook. Tone of the 
march was overwhelmingly 
youthful—most. of the march- 
ers were from local element- 
ary and junior secondary 
schools, 

From every direction they 
streamed down to the starting 
point, and as the crowd got 
bigger volunteers wielding 
loud hailers urged them to 
stay back out of the path of 
traffic at the intersection. 

At 8:30 a.m., without a 
word of command, the assem- 
bled’ thousands suddenly be- 
gan to move, and within. five 
minutes most marchers were 
on their way. 

No one could confirm 
whether former _ lieutenant- 
governor G. R. Pearkes actu- 
ally fired a starting gun at 
8:30 as scheduled. He appar- 


ently got lost in the. crush at 
the line. 

The 81-year-old Pearkes did 
get a Saanich Police escort to 
the starting line, and was re- 
ported still walking at noon. 

Late registrants continued 
to enter the march after 9 
a.m.

New Musical Fad Looms 
From Depths of Africa 


By HOLLIE WEST

America may be on the 
brink of a new musical fad. 
It’s all contained in a smal) 
wooden instrument, no larger 


than. a ‘cigar box, with” 
attached metal keys called 
reeds, 

The device, a  kalimba, 


produces a chime-like sound 
similar to that of a music 
box. 

“But it's not a music box— 
it’s voluntary and—the music 
box is mechanical,” said Dr. 
Hugh Tracey, who designed 
the instrument. 

Already more than 20,000 
kalimbas have been sold in 
the U.S. and sales continue to 
soar, said Tracey. He adapted 
the native African instrument 
to Western musical concepts 
about 15 years ago. 
WESTERN, TOO 

Tracey said his small work- 
shop in Johannesburg, South 
Africa, cannot keep up with 
orders for the instrument. He 
has four Africans constantly 
working there. 

“Look, I can play Bach on 
it,”’ said Tracey as he plucked 
a distinct baroque melody. 
“Any western music can be 
played on it because I have 
given, it the Western diatonic 
scale,” 

The kalimba got a big boost 
fn this country three years 
when Tracey's 


ago sons, 
Andrew and Paul, ptaved 
“instruments of ‘the kalimba 


family in the musical revue, 
“Walt A Minim!’’ which the 
two wrote. 

Most persons find it easy to 
play. “Anyone who js all 
thumbs can manage it,’’ said 
Tracey. 

500 YEARS AGO 

The kalimiba is a native 
African instrument that can 
be traced back at least 500 
years and it may go back 1200 
years, “‘We know, of_it being 
used in musical ensembles 400 
years ago, or during the time 
of Henry VII,"’ said Tracev 
who has. studied African 
music since 1932 when he left 
his native England 

Tracey never has studied 
music formally in the Western 
sense.’ “‘I studied in the bush,"’ 

‘he explained. “I got my 
» doctorate the hard way." 
The original instrument_ is 


designed to fit the African 
musical concept: It does not 
change keys or modes and 
produces a fuzzy sound. Many 
of them currently are’ bing 
used by American jazz musi- 
cians in western contexts and 
are called African thunb 
pianos. 

SOFT SOUND 

Tracey worked 10 years 
perfecting his adaptation, The 
western-styled kalimba can 
change keys by having its 
reeds adjusted and it has a 
clear, soft sound. He uses a 
special African wood with a 
high resonating capacity. 

The wood comes from the 
pterocarpus tree, which is 
found in semi-tropical regions. 
To make the reeds, Tracey 


uses, @ special high grade 
steel. 

“IT used a scientific 
approach in making the 
instrument," he said. ‘The 
Africans use’ a_ scientific 
approach in making manv of 
their instruments, but their 
way is more empirical.”’ 

Tracey said his main 
purpose in imtroducing the 


instrument to the west is to 
acquaint people in Europe and 
the United States with African 
music. 

He is in the U.S. primarily 
to promote# thterest in this 
music. He lectured at the 
University of Maryland and 
spoke to a class at Howard 
University, Tracey was in 
Montreal recently at a joint 
meeting of the African Studies 
Associations—of--the—U.S. and 
Canada. 


GRANT HELPS 


He founded the African 
Music Society: in 1947. Its 
purpose is to encourage the 
study and composition of 
African—music. His current 
work includes supervision of a 
codification and textbook 
project fer gathering African 
musical materials. The 
project is financed by a 
$145,000 Ford Foundation 
grant. . 2 

“The recognition by. whites 
of African material is a caim 
little point in our work,” said 
Tracey, ‘‘Everyone knows 
about the sculpture, whi¢h has’ 
been overemphasized. There 
are so many grotesque things 
being shown. People need to 
know more about the music. 


This is important for the 
intrinsic and essential recog- 
nition of the African people.”
